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T h e P eop le’s B a s k o f G e rm a n y . 
The Chicago Tribune is publishing a series 
of very interesting and valuable papers upon 
co-operation abroad, and its many benefits to 
the workingman. 
The following interesting 
sketch is given of the German “ People's 
banks” : 
Schultze-Delitacb, after seventeen years of 
toil, has firmly established in Germany the 
system of people's banks,—one of the great­ 
est of blessings to workmen. 
What is this 
system ? 
What were the objections SchulUe- 
Delitzsch encountered, and how did be over­ 
come them ? In studying the wants of the 
workingman, this father of Germau coopera­ 
tion reckoned among the greatest of them his 
inability to obtain loans on the same terms 
that employers did. 
He saw that this was in­ 
evitable as things then were; for a man who 
had no guarantee to offer except his willing­ 
ness and ability to work possessed In reality 
no security at all. 
“ Yes,” said Sclmltze 
Delitzcb, “ you áre in the right as regards one 
workman. 
No matter how probable that an 
individual is honest and cau earn enough to 
pay you, he may die, be robbed, or be pre­ 
vented m some other way from meeting his 
obligations; “ but,” added he,wisely, “ abody 
of individuals is to be trusted. 
Skill and will; 
ingness to work, and the combination of this 
skill, this labor and their earnings do count 
for capital,—are a perfectly good, negotiable 
commodity.” Here, then, is the idea, the ob­ 
jection, and the answer In theory. 
There is 
an answer also in practice, for the objections 
have been met and overcome in the loan as­ 
sociations or people’s banks. 
These banks 
are formed by workingmen. 
Each member 
subscribes for one share, which Is all he ison- 
titlc-d to hold. 
The price of each share is 
about $7.50. 
It is paid on entering, or in 
monthly instalments after entrance. 
These 
instalments are, as a rule, as small os 121. 
cents. 
The entrance fee, which is irom 75 
cents to $1.50, and which goes toward the 
reserve fund, is also payable in monthly in­ 
stalments. 
The profits of the bank are divi­ 
ded among the members in proportion to the 
amount eadh has paid; and, until a share is 
fully paid for, the amount of the dividend up­ 
on it is credited in part payment. 
The num­ 
ber of members is unlimited, and entrance is 
allowed any one who will subscribe to the 
rules of the society. 
Withdrawal at any time 
is allowable, provided-duo notice, according 
to the statutes, is given. 
Any withdraw.ng 
member is liable for the debt3 formed by the 
society during his membership until discharged 
from that liability iA such a way as the asso­ 
ciation approves. 
The question very natural­ 
ly arises, how is the money raised ? The col­ 
lection of a few hundred shares of $7.50 gives 
a scant capital. 
The money borrowed by the 
society Í3 raised on the joint credit of the 
members, in virtue o f the unlimited liability 
o f all o f thein. 
Each member ¡3 personally 
liable to the full extent of his property. 
This 
is the foundation stone of the system, and is 
ihe guarantee upon which all loans are .se­ 
cured. 
Even this may be considered at first 
s ightly risky, and the association may lie 
obliged for a time to pay higher rale3 than the 
wholesale market price. 
But it soon becomes 
established a3 firmly as other financial institu­ 
tions, and can buy in the market on equal 
terms with them. 
What are the profits made by the members ? 
The bank buys money at wholesale, and sells 
it at retail to its customers. 
Few people real­ 
ize what that means. 
The difference between 
the wholesale and retail prices ¡3 greater than 
is imagined. 
The difference in Germany is 
generally 4 per cent. 
For instance, a bank 
buys at 4 per cent, and sells at 8 per cent.— 
Then there is a dividend of 4 per cent, to !)« 
divided among its members, 
including, of 
course those who borrow. 
This seems a large 
margin, but American workingmen pay 20 
and 50 per cent, on money that is borrowed jn 
the first place at from 7 to 10. 
The memliers 
of these associations, then, can get loans at 
the market rates, and they then receive divi­ 
dends, which are in reality rebates on even 
these rales. 
So a workingman can often bor­ 
row on even better terms than bis employer. 
Money is merchandise. 
The people’s banks 
of Germany are cooperative stores, dealing in 
money instead of teas and sugars, and deal­ 
ing out that money equally. They grant loans 
only to their own members. 
This is one of 
the main precepts of Schuitze-Delitzach. A n ­ 
other is the necessity of never lending money 
for longer terms than that for which it has 
been borrowed. 
The history of the people’* banks is a proud 
record. 
At the close of the Franco-German 
war. their number was L781—an increase cf 
one hundred and twenty-one gained daring 
the struggle, and not one bank lost. 
Of these 
banks, about eight hundred were constructed 
entirely on the piaa here descr.bed. 
The oth­ 
ers -liilered bat slightly from ¡L In 1855 there 
were eighty societies. 
In 1869 there were 
seven hundred and thirty-five. Instead of 18,- 
749 members, the number has increased dur­ 
ing the ten years to 504,772. 
In 1859 the -o- 
tal shares and reserve funds amounted to 
$203,00). 
In 1863 it stood at $9, -400 900.— 
The borrowed capital in 1859 was about $750,- 
■MO. 
In 1-69 t was S32.500.090. 
Of this 
sum. ueariy one-aaif consisted of savings de­ 
posits. 
The uulbreak of the Franco-German 
war exposed the basks to a double peril.— 
Very many of their members wap in the 
army, and so rhe;r power of borrowing which 
depended upon the producing capacity of their 
shareholders, was diminished. 
At the same 
tima, there was a drain oa then’ savings de- 
j posits for the support of ibe families of these 
mea.

Elihu Bundt in a late letter lashes the folly 
of keeping large standing armies in time of 
peace.

ter computing the cost to us as a nation, of our 
land and naval armament for the past few 
years, he wants to know if so great an ex­ 
pense is not an act of supremest asininity. 
The good sense of Mr. Burril’s position is fully 
apparent when we consider the fact that the 
nation of which we chiefly stand in dread is 
the very nation which can least afford a war 
with us— 
e. England. 
The status of things 
is altogether different from what it was in 
1776 or in 1812. 
Then both had more to risk 
in refusing to fight than in going to war;

tilities, except in cases not likely to arise. 
England- had as well blockade Liverpool as 
New York. 
Daring our internee.ne struggle 
England kept the peace with us for reasons 
vastly more commercial than sympathetic, 
and the force which spiked her guns in the 
hour of our weakness is increasing every 
day. 
Both our own and the government of 
almost any first-class European power would 
go round the diplomatic barn fifty times rath­ 
er than flight. 
Standing armies are silly, 
when we remember that the strongest consid­ 
erations of selfishness bind us ail over to keep 
the peace.

The Abbott-Madden case Inis been decided 
in the Senate by the unseating of Abbott by a 
small majority vote. 
Doubtless a very strong 
lobby Influence contributed tojtliis result. Sen­ 
ator Woodin indicated that fact in a way 
which is ail the more charming from his ap­ 
parent unconsciousness of satire. 
In advo­ 
cating the acceptance of the majority report, 
he reminded his coadjutors that "this Senate 
is next wiuter to participate iii the election of 
a United States Senator." Toe case in hand, 
he said, was "important." for that reason.

a refluent under-tow often takes out more than 
the swelling surge brings to shore. Long and 
deeply established habits of thought and blood 
are not eradicated in a day either by the sup­ 
pliant voice of prayer, the demonstrations or 
science or the threats of legal penalty. Char­ 
acter pulls like gravitation—in the long run 
It 13 sure to have its way. 
Whatever, there­ 
fore, tends to the gradual betterment of hu­ 
man life in its physical aspects and to raise 
the moral tone-of the general feeling of mea, 
is the truest evangel of temperance.

Elihu Burnt in a late letter lashes the folly 
of keeping large standing armies in time of 
peace. He presents facts and figures with 
his characteristic pertinency and torce. 
Af­ 
ter computing the cost to us as a nation, of our 
land and naval armament for the past few 
years, he wants to know if so great an ex­ 
pense is not au act of supreme3t asininity. 
The good sense of Mr. Burril’s position is fully 
appareut when we consider the fact that the 
nation of which we chiefly stand in dread is 
the very nation which can least afford a war 
with us—i. e. Eugland. The status of things 
is altogether different from what it was in 
1776 or in 1812. Then both had more to risk 
in refusing to fight than in going to war; 
now both have too much at stake to risk hos­ 
tilities, except in cases not likely to arise. 
England- had as well blockade Liverpool as 
New York. 
During our internecme struggle 
England kept the peace with us for reasons 
vastly more commercial than sympathetic, 
and the force which spiked her guns in the 
hour of our weakness is increasing every 
day. 
Both our own and tbo government of 
almost any first-class European power would 
go round the diplomatic barn fifty times rath­ 
er than fitfht. 
Stauding armies are silly, 
when we remember that the strongest consid­ 
erations of selfishness bind us all over to keep 
the peace.

he reminded his coadjutors that “ this Senate 
is next winter to participate in the election of 
a UniLed States Senator.” The case in hand, 
he said, was “important” for that reason. 
Now, we can conceive of but two respects in 
which the right decision of the Abbott-Mad- 
den quarrel could be of special consequence 
from the point of view suggested by Senator 
Woodin. First, if there should chance to be 
a contested election in the case assumed and 
each of the two men should dispute with the 
other his right to a seat iu the Uuited States 
Senate on the ground of a majority vote at 
Albany then a precedent might help to a just 
decision. 
But are tne cases near enough to a 
parallel to render 3uch a connection probable? 
No one would pretend that they arc. 
Second, 
a United States Senator would be elected 
whether Abbott or Madden represented the 
district which includes Sullivan county—and 
perhaps, if neither did. Then, why “import­ 
ant,” Mr. Woodin? Could a latent thought of 
“the party” h ive given birth to so singular a 
sentiment? If so, wbat a mean thought for a 
statesman! 


Pip’s Debts. 
The talked-of new election in Louisiana is 
likely never to come off. Both Republicans 
and Democrats profess to regard the. usurpa­ 
tion in that state from the same high moral 
point of view, but just there most of them 
stop. 
In Dickens’ “Great Expectations” 
Pip and Herbert are represented as having 
periodical spasms of trying to do something 
in liquidation of their debts. On these mo­ 
mentous occasions the atmosphere around 
them was surcharged with the vital principle 
of justice and honor. The young men gath­ 
ered in all the outstanding bills against them- 
and surveyed the gloomy pile of paper with 
eyes intent on business and with hearts flood­ 
ed with generous emotion. 
They summoned 
the addition table to their help and soon the 
resulting sum-total told its simple.yet pathetic 
story. Here the young men paused; surely 
they bad done their duty and satisfied all the 
rational demands of an unperverted con­ 
science. They had faced the problem, and 
maslered its final mystery. 
After so signal a 
victory iu both morals and mathematics, the 
idea of paying the money never once en­ 
tered their heads; or, rather, they felt in some 
unaccountable way as if they had jiaid it. 
Under the'roseate glow of this pleasant illu­ 
sion they abandoned the inquiry, and sent out 
for a good supper in which to drink a toast to 
their own financial courage—the supper to be 
paid for with the other claims. 
How like is 
this picture of youth and hope in a London 
inn to that of age and cowardice in Uncle 
Sam’s temple of dishonor! 


Tbo Temperance Question. 
This question, like all others, has its time 
of prominence and subsidence. Just now there 
is something more said about it than usual.— 
The woman’s movement in the west and the 
report of Supervisor Simmon3 to the Massa­ 
chusetts Legislative Committee of the opera­ 
tion of the prohibitory liquor law in that state, 
suggest two phases of the subject which differ 
radically in character and yet aim at one re­ 
sult. 
The first of these is purely .moral. It 
operates in two wavs—directly by means of 
personal appeals and remonstrances and indi­ 
rectly through its power to modify public opin­ 
ion in respect to the rum habit and the rum 
traffic. The second phase of the subject is the 
practical sequence of the various state laws 
bearing upon the same thing. 
No.v, nothing 
is easier than to dogmatize about great social 
problems and nothing more difficult than to 
obtain approximately correct estimates of the 
eflects of diflerent methods of treating them. 
SinGe the foundations of the earth were laid 
no age has been without its half-dozen pet 
theories touching the evasion or abolition of 
some unpleasant form of the primal curse. Dr. 
Sangrado is a perpetual type; his spectacles 
have gleamed on all sorrows and his heavy 
cane thumped pompously on the hospital-floors 
of all nations and centuries. 
Yet men and 
women have continued to get sick and to get 
drunk. Millions of men have known in every 
era all that the most extreme and well-inform- 
ed temperance reformers tell us now concern­ 
ing the evils of strong drink. There is not an 
eloquent or convincing paragraph which has 
thrilled the audience sitting enraptured before 
the magnetic orator 
from whose lips it 
fell, the substance of which is not better set 
forth in the Proverbs of Solomon. 
The pre­ 
cepts of Confucius and the Koran of Moham­ 
med are as good to quote from in opposition 
to druukenness as the essays of Dio Lewis.

IIow Sonic Churches in W ashington 
Beg. 
Many of us have seen instances of church 
begging nearer home that touched close upon 
the bounds of impropriety, but this from the 
Washington correspondent of the Troy Times 
is a.litUe ahead of anything we call to mind: 
A correspondent describes a scene in one of 
our Washington churches where the President 
was subjected to a “begging feat,” and where 
an offlceseeker ottered to subscribe three hun­ 
dred dollars on the spot, “in case lie got the 
place he wanted,” and this was done in the 
sight aud hearing of the President. It is uot 
the first time he has been insulted in this way 
Washington churches outrage decency in 
tbeir 
begging 
operations. 
I 
was wit­ 
ness a year ago to oue of these “scenes.” 
General Grant was invited to be present, and 
not dreaming of what was coming, after the 
sermon, lie was compelled to remain two 
hours in bis pew while three or four profession­ 
al beggars coaxed, whined, threatened and 
denounced the audience. Those present were 
beseeched to give five hundred dollars apiece, 
and two hundred and fifty dollars, and finally 
one hundred dollars each. It came almost to 
calling those present by name. I was glad to 
see that the President refused to surrender to 
this highwayman’s style of begging. 
There 
he sat motionless for nearly two hours, and 
euchered the great “begging feat.” It is con­ 
sidered certainly legitimate by our clergymen 
to invite him to be present oil a Sunday, pub­ 
lish it in the papers so as to draw' a crowd, 
and then make use of the occasion to compel 
every man present to give a large sum toward 
the debt of the church. 


The robbery of the Hot Springs coach in 
Arkansas, the other day, was an exploit 
worthy the palmy days ol Italian brigandage. 
The robbers generously discriminated in favor 
of southerners, refusing to take the valuables 
of those who could prove themselves such, 
saying that the northern men had driven 
them into outlawry, and they intended to 
make them pay for it. Coming to Mr. Tay­ 
lor of Lowell, they asked where he wa3 from. 
“St. Louis,” he responded. The “captain” 
eyed him closely. 
“Yes, and you are a news­ 
paper reporter for the St. Louis Democrat, the 
vilest paper in the West. Go to Hot Springs 
and send the Democrat a telegram about this 
atlair, and give them mv compliments.” Ex- 
Governor Burback of Dakota asked them to 
return his papers, saying they could be of no 
benefit to them. 
The “ captain” squatted 
down on bis knees and commenced examin­ 
ing them. 
Turning around to his followers, 
he said: “ Boys, I believe lie is a detective— 
shoot him! ” and forthwith he was covered 
with three pistols. 
“ Stop,” said the chief, 
looking further; “ I gues3 
it’s all 
right,” and 
handed the Governor his papers. Coming to 
tho gentleman from Syracuse, N. Y., who was 
going to the

for his 
health, 
he 
asked 
them to 
give 
him 
back 
five 
dollars 
so 
that 
he 
could 
tel­ 
egraph 
home. 
Eyeing , him 
closely, 
the chief responded that if lie had no friends 
or money, he had better go and die—that he 
would be little loss any way. The fellow with 
the shotgun kept pointing it at the St. Louis 
Democrat man, as they termed him. making 
such cheerful remarks as these: “ I’ll bet I 
can shoot bis hat-ofi without touching a hair 
of his bead.” All of them seemed to be jolly 
fellows and enjoy the fuu very much. None 
of the passengers were armed, and, as Mr. 
Crutnp expressed it, “ they had the drop on 
them.” One passenger with rheumatism, so 
badly afflicted that he could not get out of the 
coach, they did uot touch, refusing to take 
anything he had.

The Liberals gained a 
seat in Bolton. 
A Home Rule candidate is returned from 
Dungarvan. 
Samuel Pfun3ell was re-elected in Derby 
and Holmes in nackney. The election of the 
latter will doubtless be annulled. 
O’Donoglmo was elected at Tralee by a ma­ 
jority of thr^c over a Home Ruler. 
The Liberals have carried Dudley by a ma­ 
jority of DCS. 
Elections were held in the Metropolitan 
districts to-day. No results are yet announced. 
The count of votes cannot be completed until 
late to-morrow. 


London, Feb. 5. —Riotiug was general yes­ 
terday in the pottery districts of Staffordshire.

olution. 
Resolvedi That tho said committee special­ 
ly and fully inquire and report whether, incase 
said amendment shall be adopted, the state 
will possess any and what pecuniary means 
for enlarging or in any way materially im­ 
proving the capacity of the locks on the ca­ 
nals.

The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the bankrupt bill, the pending amendment 
being that of Sherman, limiting tho operat ions 
of the thirty-ninth section as amended and re­ 
ported by the committee to persons owing 
£3,000 and over. 
I lie amendment was lost—yeas 29, nays 28. 
After roll call Mr. ROBERTSON of South 
Carolina said that he noticed the Clerk had 
ca!led|the name of Ames of Mississippi. He 
(Mr. Robertson) thought that gentleman had 
vacated his seat in the Senate by accepting 
the office of Governor of Mississippi. 
The CHAIR (Mr. Carpenter) replied that lie 
had not been officially notified of that fact and 
could not direct that his name .be omitted iu 
the call. 
A Governor of a state, however, 
might be a member of Congress too. 
The 
question was one for the Senate, but there had 
been no official notification yet received. 
At bis own request Frelinghuysen was ex­ 
cused from serving on the District of Colum­ 
bia investigating committee and Conkling was 
substituted.

Hence shawls with white ground figures 
are cut when black sells best, and tbe black
